Without sufflcient cash Income, no 
leod can bo purchased to tide the 
herd through the summer. Such a 
situation will not only ruin tho farm- 
ers, but win seriously affect the qual- 
ity of milk which Is so Important 
from the consumers' health stand- 
point.

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ALL SIDES SHOULD BE FAIR 
puring the lait few months there has been growing 
criticism, from many quarters, of various governmental 
activities — particularly tho« which arc of an cxpcri- 
• mental nature, and are without legislative precedent. 
And, in return, the defenders of experiments have na- 
turally been more zealous and aggressive in bringing 
their beliefs and arguments before the public, 

A grave responsibility rests on both these groups — 
those who defend and those who criticize. The Amer- 
ican government is attempting to do a great and fine 
thmg to bring more happiness, more opportunity, more 
uscfullcisure to the average man. There is no place 
for criticism and denunciation which is purely partisan 
and selfish, and represents an effort of those who arc 
politically "out" to get themselves back "in.** And 
there is no place for enthusiastic praise which is like- 
ivisc based on partisan grounds, and represents mis- 
guided loyalty to a political group. 

^ There is unquestionably fear on the part of many 
citizens that in conducting its experiments,, the gov- 
crmcnt is losing sight of certain American fundamen- 
tals — that it is endangering the existence of economic 
and social individualism, that it is weakening the foun- 
dations of democracy.

The gravity of the housing problem in America can 
be simply illustrated by a comparison of the number 
of families provided with new residential units in recent 
years. 

In 1922, some 370,000 families secured new homes. 
In 1925, when the all-time high was reachetl. close to 
JOO.OOO home structures were built. The ten-year 
avcmge from 1921-30 svas 361,000 units each year. 
In 19JJ, new home construction dropped to less than 
30.000. 

Making the problem still more severe Is the fact that 
during depression depreciation and obsolescence of ex- 
isting homes were more than normally great. Tlious- 
ands of houses literally went to pieces, due to lack of 
upkeep.
